Subject. —Import of Rayon Grade Wood Pulp: Import Policy for the Licensing 
period April, 1976—March, 1977. 

No. U-ITC(PN)/77 — Attention is Invited to the Import Policy as indicated 
against SI No. 43/V in Section II of the Import Trade Control Policy Red Book 
(Volume I) lor the period April 1970—March 1977, In terms of which it has been 
provided that the requirements of Rayon G''ado Wood Pulp of actual users will be 
met by imports through the State Trading Corporation of India Limited 

2 On a review of the position, it has been decided to include the item Rayon 
Grade Wood Pulp” under para 90 of Section I of the Red Book for the period April 
1976—March 1977, under the scheme of direct allotment of imported raw materials 
to actual users by the canalising agency. 

3 All actual users, both in the large and small scale sector, should register 
their requirements m respect ol Rayon Grade Wood Pulp with the State 1 fading 
Corporation of India Limited in terms of the procedure indicated in paras Bj B 
of Section I of the Red Book (Volume 1) for the period April 1976— Marcn 19 II, 
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The last date for receipt of applications by the State Trading Corporation of India 
for direct allotment in respect of this item will lie 31th March, 1977, 

4. The import policy, as contained in Red Book (Vol. I) for the period April, 
1970—March 1977, may be deemed to have been amended as under;

Filament Yarn and (li) Acrylic Fibre, as indicated below, in terms of the policy 
indicated In Section II (Volume I) for the period April 1979—March 1977:

2. Aa per the provisions contained in Section III of the Import Trade Control 
Policy Red Book (Volume I) for April 1970—March 1977, release of the aforesaid 
two items are to be made by the State Trading Corporation of India Limited, on 
the basis of the recommendation of the sponsoring authority concerned. 

3 In order to augment the availability of raw materials to textile industry- it 
has been decided to include the item Nylon Filament Yarn under para 90 of Sec¬ 
tion I of the Red Book (Volume I) for the period April 1976—March 1977 under 
the scheme of direct allotment of imported raw materials to actual user s by the 
canalising agency The following categories of actual users should register their 
requirements in respect of Nylon Filament Yarn with the S.T.C. in terms of the 
provisions Indicated in paras 88—39 of Section I of the Red Book (VoL I) for the 
period April 1976-—March 1977 The last date for receipt of applications by the 
S.TC. for direct allotment in respect of this item will be 31st March, 1977, 

(i) Units holding industrial licences or registration certificates under item 
No. 23(5) of the First Schedule to the Industries (Development and 
Regulation) Act, 1951. 
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(Ii) Ail art silk units registered jvith Textile Commissioner, Bombay, and 
holding permits issued by the Textile Commissioner, Bombay, includ¬ 
ing Co-operative Societies of powerloom owners’ whose looms are 
covered by the permits issued by the Textile Commissioner. 

4 It is clarified that under the aforesaid provisions, import of base-flat nylon 
filament yarn, will only be allowed. 

5. As regards acrylic fibre, it has been decided to allow direct import to such 
actual users as are engaged m the textile industry and are holding industrial 
licences issued under item Nos. 23(1), 23(3) or 23(6) of the First Schedule to the 
Industries (Development and Regulation) Act, 1951. and spmner a holding per¬ 
mits issued by the Textile Commissioner under clause 3(1) of the Woollen Tex¬ 
tiles (Production and Distribution) Control Order, 1962, and such other persons 
engaged in the manufacture of woollen products and hitherto were recognised 
for release of wool under actual users quota conditions. 

6. Actual users eligible to apply for acrylic fibre, in terms of the aforesaid pro¬ 
visions, should submit applications to the regional licensing authorities concerned 
for Issue of licences for import of acrylic fibre. Import licences will be issued 
for the value applied It shall be the condition of the licence that the imported 
goods shall bo used only in the licensees’ own unit for production of goods for 
which the industrial hcence/registration certificate is held, 

7. Import licences issued In term s of this public notice will have a validity 
upto 31st October, 1977 and no grace period for shipment of goods will be allow¬ 
ed. The shipments should be made on or before 31st October, 1977. 

8 The import policy for (i) Nylon Filament Yarn and (ii) Acrylic Fibre may 
be deemed to have been amended as under: 

(I) The following entry may be deemed to have been inserted as an addi¬ 

tional Item (6) under heading (iv), under para 90 of Section I of the 
Red Book for the period 1978-77: 

“(5) Nylon Filament Yarn" 

(II) The item Nylon Filament Yarn (base-flat nylon filament yarn) may be 

deemed to have been inserted as an additional item in Group ‘A’, 
Section III of the Red Book for the period 1976-77, with the following 
entries'

(1) Requirements of all synthetic non-cellulose fibre (but excluding 
polyester fibre, acrylic fibre, Polynosie fibre) and Acrylic Tow of 
actual users will be met on restricted basis by imports through pub¬ 
lic sector agencies, Please see Section III to this book.
